This month’s cover horse, Whats Up Doc, 
was the unquestioned champion of the 1961 
Maryland minor track season. 

The 3-year-old son of Tuscany and Fair 
Vision climaxed his campaign at Marlboro last 
month by winning the $5,000 Marlboro Handi¬ 
cap under an impost of 131 pounds. 

Earlier, Whats Up Doc had won the $5,000 
Timonium Handicap as well as lesser races at 
Shenandoah and Bel Air. In his six starts on the 
minor circuit this year, Whats Up Doc was first 
at every call in every race. 

His record, however, was blemished by a dis¬ 
qualification which (KCLirred at Bel Air. 

The purses gained by Whats Up Doc at the 
minor tracks coupled with his earlier gleanings 
in Delaware and New Jersey brought his 1961 
earnings to $20,290. 

Whats Up Doc was bred by Dr. John H. 
Moss, owner of the Hel-Doc Farm. 

Although most people believe that Whats Up 
Doc is still owned by the Catonsville druggist, 
Mrs. Moss says this isn’t true. 

She reports that Whats Up Doc is actually her 
property, and is the only horse which she owns. 

"All of the horses belong to John except this 
one,’’ says Mrs. Moss. "He was born on my 
birthday (May 8), and I was the one who foaled 
him. John told me then that he would be my 
colt—and I’ve never given him back.’’

Horse Groups Are Proposing 
An Increase In Mutuel Take 


Rarely does THE MARYLAND HORSE take an 
editorial stand on proposed legislation. Normal¬ 
ly, the magazine is quite content to point out the 
success of Maryland-breds and let more contro¬ 
versial matters be settled by other segments of 
the racing industry. 

But a bill will be proposed at the next session 
of the Legislature which is so vital to the success 
of the Maryland breeding industry that THE 
MARYLAND HORSE now feels it must drop its 
neutrality in favor of a positive declaration. 

This bill has been drawn up by two three-man 
committees which represent the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association and the Horsemen’s Be¬ 
nevolent and Protective Association. 

There is only one purpose for the bill: to 
increase the quality of horses raced and bred in 
Maryland. 

The bill is simple in wording and intent. It 
proposes that the mutuel take in Maryland be 
raised from 12 to 13 per cent. The one per cent 
increase will be specifically allocated to purses 
at Maryland’s three major tracks. 

One-third of the one per cent will be reserved 
for Maryland-bred races. 

Although one-third of one per cent of the 
mutuel handle may sound insignificant, arith¬ 
metic reveals that it is, instead, a considerable 
sum. Based on a $ 1,000,000 a day average mutuel 
handle for the present 120-day major track 
season, the program would net $400,000 for 
Maryland-bred races. 

This is an important sum which could re¬ 
vitalize the State’s breeding industry. 

New stallions, new farms and more expensive 
mares may well be attracted to the State. A 
Maryland-bred horse would have a value far 
greater than the same horse would have if bred 
in another State. 

And benefits to the entire industry do not end 
there. 

The racetracks will also have considerable 
gain accruing. 

Always hard-pressed for a sufficient number 
of better grade horses when operating in opposi¬ 
tion to New Jersey tracks, the Maryland plants 
would^ have a hard core of Maryland-breds to 
rely upon in future years. 

The Maryland-bred horse couldn’t sensibly be 
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shipped away from Maryland during the major 
track season if this proposed legislation is 
adopted. The Maryland-bred’s value will be 
contingent upon the purse money he can earn. 
Under the terms of the proposed bill, a Mary¬ 
land-bred will be capable of earning a great 
deal of money in Maryland. 

The other two-thirds of the proposed one 
per cent increase will not come directly to 
Maryland-breds, being earmarked, instead, for 
an overall raise in the purses now offered on the 
major circuit. 

But the increase in purses of open races will 
still help the Maryland breeder. Better stables 
will be competing in the State, and these stables 
will have more money to spend for replace¬ 
ments. Then, too, larger purses mean more $500 
breeder bonuses. 

In a general sense, the program is patterned 
after the Rasin Committee report which was 
submitted to the 1961 session of the Legislature. 
The Rasin Committee strongly urged that the 
Maryland breeding industry be helped by crea¬ 
tion of Maryland-bred races. 

The Rasin report was roundly applauded by 
those close to racing in this State, but-the Legis¬ 
lature failed to act on its recommendations. 
Racing, itself, can be blamed for the Legis¬ 
lature’s inaction. ' 

The legislators in Annapolis were bombard^ 
by special interest requests when the Rasin re¬ 
port came up for discussion. Instead of present¬ 
ing a united front, the various segments of the 
racing industry grumbled, quarrelled and 
equivocated. 

The spokesmen for racing succeeded in con¬ 
fusing everyone, including themselves. 

At the 1962 session of the Legislature, things 
should be different. 

The horsemen are united in a single proposal. 
The race tracks have nothing to lose and con¬ 
siderable to gain. The State, too, will benefit 
from better racing which brings about larger 
mutuel handles. 

The actual increase in the mutuel take is only 
one per cent, but the benefits to the Maryland 
racing industry could come close to 100.

A comparison of purses between the Laurel and Garden State 1961 fall meetings is 
shown on the opposite page. 

THE MARYLAND HORSE hopes that the Laurel management will not regard this com¬ 
parison as a criticism. The Laurel track gives in purses every cent it contracted for in 
its agreement with the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Association. 

The point made here by THE Maryland horse is that Laurel cannot successfully 
compete with New Jersey tracks for the better grade Thoroughbreds when the Jersey 
tracks consistently offer more money in purses. 

This is not Laurel’s fault. New Jersey tracks have a larger population reservoir from 
which to draw their patrons. More people mean larger mutuel handles. Bigger handles 
mean bigger purses. 

There is only one solution apparent for Laurel and other major Maryland tracks. 

That, of course, is a larger take from the pari-mutuel handle. 

It is not conceivable that the State will give up any portion of its 5 per cent take. 

This leaves, as the only recourse, an increase in the total take from the pari-mutuel 
pools. 

Committees representing the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association and the Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Association have considered and evaluated this problem. 

Their joint recommendation is that the mutual take in Maryland be raised from 12 to 
13 per cent. 

The one per cent increase would be specifically allocated by law to purses.

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Date Proposal Submitted To Commission 


The calendar on the opposite page shows the proposed 1962 spring schedule recom¬ 
mended to the Maryland Racing Commission by the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
and the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Association. 

There was no effort made by the two horsemen’s groups to make recommendations 
for a fall schedule. The feeling was that no fall schedule can be set until the transfer 
of dates from Bel Air and Baltimore Raceway to the mile tracks is acted upon by the 
1962 session of the Legislature. 

This transfer involves 36 days of racing (24 from Baltimore Raceway and 12 from 
Bel Air), and, under existing plans, the mile tracks will share in those dates, each of the 
three gaining 12 days. 

The mile track season is currently set at 120 days. The three major tracks (Pimlico, 
Laurel and Bowie) are annually assigned 40-day meetings. If the transfer of the Bel Air 
and Baltimore Raceway dates is approved, the three milers will each hold 52-day meetings. 

Frank A. Bonsai, president of the M.H.B.A., is an avowed opponent of winter racing, 
and he is not happy with a mid-February opening at Bowie. But he feels that abolishment 
of January racing is at least a step in the right direction. 

Mr. Bonsai regards his support of a mid-February opening at Bowie as a compromise 
decision. 

''Winter racing,” he stated, "has done more to cheapen the sport in Maryland than 
any other single factor.”

An Oversight In Racing 


It may seem incredible to the racing public 
that there is, at present, no close-up photo¬ 
graphic record of the start of each race. That 
there should be one seems unassailable. 

At present the film-patrol covers the whole 
of each race except that the view of the start is 
a distant one. Should stewards, owners, or 
trainers, wish to know what happened in the 
stall-gates before or just after the start of a race, 
they can only interrogate the jockeys (often 
with conflicting testimony) or the starter. 

Probably no two things have given the racing 
public more confidence in the integrity of the 
stewards and the judgment of the placing-judges 
than the film-patrol and the finish camera, but 
what happens at the start is only hearsay, and 
usually inaccurate. 

Consider the plight of an owner or trainer 
whose horse has broken badly from the gate. 

Often the jockey will say that an assistant- 
starter held the horse too long (I have seen a 
horse break so fast that it pulled an assistant 
starter out of the gate with it, spoiling any 
chance of winning) or that the horse stumbled 
or a half-dozen other excuses for not getting a 
good start. 

The starter will deny any wrong-doing on the 
part of his crew; the stewards will always side 
with the starter because they have no first-hand 
knowledge of what really happened; the owner 
or trainer who thinks his horse has been im¬ 


peded has no recourse such as reference to a 
film. Conversely, starters must often listen to 
what they consider unjustified and vituperative 
abuse from owners and trainers. 

I feel that a camera should be placed directly 
behind and above the starting gate, perhaps on 
a pick-up truck so as to be movable and that 
this camera record the action from the time the 
horses begin to enter the gate until they have 
completed about six strides after the break. This 
record should be a part of the film record of 
each race. 

A record such as this additional camera would 
provide should appeal to the starters above all 
because of the relief it would give them from 
unjustified criticism, such as that directed at 
Eddie Blind after the Washington Interna¬ 
tionals of 1959 and I960. 

It should appeal to the stewards because it 
would provide them with knowledge of what 
really happened at the most important stage of 
the race. 

It should allay the fears of owners and trainers 
that their horses might be mishandled at the 
start. 

And, finally, it would more than pay for the 
cost by increased public confidence, shown by 
increased betting due to the elimination of one 
of the major hazards of a truly run race.

Racing Commission Urges 
Transfer Of Days to Milers 

(T^e foil oiling statement is from R. Bruce Livie, chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission.) 


There is a new and serious threat to Maryland 
horse racing, a sport which entertains 2,000,000 
annually, a business which produces over $9,- 
000,000 in tax revenue to the State each year, 
and an industry in which Marylanders have a 
$50,000,000 investment in breeding farms, 
bloodstock and related agricultural products and 
services. 

The neighboring State of New Jersey, in 


keeping with a universal trend, is about to 
increase its total number of racing days by one- 
third—from 150 days to 200 days with continu¬ 
ous racing from April 1st through December 
1st. 

Maryland will suffer directly on two counts. 
First, the additional 50 days in New Jersey are 
almost sure to be run at Garden State Park, in 
the heart of the nearby Philadelphia-Camden 
population complex which once provided one 
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of Maryland’s most lucrative areas of patronage. 
Garden State would then be racing 100 days 
annually, all of it in direct competition with 
Maryland mile tracks. It has been substantially 
estimated that racing at Garden State in com¬ 
petition with a Maryland mile track affects the 
latter’s wagering volume adversely by some 
$300,000 daily—loss of $15,000 a day in tax 
revenue to Maryland. 


Secondly, there is likely to be a wholesale 
exodus of the best racing talent (horses, jockeys, 
trainers) from Maryland. Why should they race 
the meager split seasons here when they can go 
either to New York or New Jersey and settle 
into productive competition that will carry 
them throughout almost the full year.^ Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimlico have felt this squeeze for

Statement by Governor J. Millard Tawes 

As a result of a study it has conducted over the past several months, the Maryland 
Racing Commission has made certain recommendations designed to improve the sport 
of horse racing in the State and to increase the revenues the State derives therefrom. 

On the basis of information now before me, I am in accord with both the findings 
and the recommendations of the Commission. 

Briefly stated, the Commission has approved an arrangement agreed to by the officials 
of the Baltimore Raceway, the Harford County Fair Association and of Bowie, Laurel 
and Pimlico, under which the 36 racing days of Baltimore Raceway and Bel Air would 
be conducted in 1962 by the three one-mile tracks. As soon as possible these 36 racing 
days would be used for flat racing at Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico, on an equal basis. 

The Commission declares that the transfer of these racing dates is desirable because: 

1. It would add greatly to the revenues of the State. 

2. It would attract to Maryland the highest quality horses, stables, jockeys and horse¬ 
men, to the benefit and enjoyment of racing patrons. 

3. Ir would enhance Maryland’s competirive position in a sport which is becoming 
increasingly more competitive. 

I know that the Commission has made an exhaustive study of the many problems con¬ 
fronting the horse racing industry in the State, and it appears to me that the conclusions 
it has reached are sound. 

Legislation to carry out the intent of the Commission to improve racing in Maryland 
will have my support.

Gets Eighteen Horses 

At The Timonium.Auctions 



Biggest surprise of the Maryland Fall Sales 
held last month at Timonium was the purchase 
of eighteen horses by Larry MacPhail. 

MacPhail held a 'complete dispersal” only 
last May, selling 55 hoi-ses for $337,900. Last 
month at Timonium, he re-entered the sport 
with a bang, acquiring ten broodmares, five 
weanlings and three yearlings. 

Larry spent $37,150 at the three auction ses¬ 
sions, and he bought a little bit of everything. 
His yearling acquisitions ranged from $1,600 
to $^600. He obtained a weanling filly for 
$450 and a 6-year-old broodmare for $8,200. 

His yearling purchases averaged $2,200. The 
broodmares he bought sold for $25,300, or 
an average of $2,530. The weanlings averaged 
$1,050. 

The frequency with which MacPhail signed as 
the successful bidder made it apparent that the 
sale would have suffered badly had not the 
Colonel been active. 

His top bid was for the 6-year-oId mare Pour 
Jacques. 

This mare was sold in foal to Royal Coinage, 
the sire of Venetian Way and He’s A Pistol. 
Pour Jacques is by * Daumier and is out of 
Sugapud by * Sickle. Her oldest foal is a year¬ 
ling colt by Bolero. On the race track. Pour 
Jacques started only once and was unplaced. 

Colonel MacPhail acquired Pour Jacques the 
second time she was brought into the auction 
ring. 

On her first appearance she "sold” for $10,- 
000, but her "purchaser” declined to sign the 
slip, maintaining that he had not been bidding. 
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The auctioneer, Laddie Dance, was adamant 
in his contention that the man had indeed bid 
$10,000. The man asserted he had only cupped 
his hand to his ear so that he might hear better. 

"With a handkerchief?” asked Fasig-Tipton’s 
general manager, John Finney. 

The man, trying to sink back into the audi¬ 
ence and escape the sarcasm directed at him 
from the auctioneer’s stand, made no answer. 

Finney asked the "bidder” to take a more 
forward seat so that he might hear better during 
the rest of the evening. 

Pour Jacques was then brought back to the 
ring for a second time, and it was MacPhail who 
signed the slip when the bidding ended. 

The ear-bending-with-a-handkerchief bidder 
failed to make a signal this second go-round. 

Since his May 22 dispersal at the Bel Air race 
track. Colonel MacPhail was making news in 
the Thoroughbred world for the second time. 

On July 23 he announced the syndication of 
Saggy, stating that the 16-year-old stallion 
would make the 1962 season at his Glenangus 
Farm. 

At that press conference, the 71-year-old 
owner-breeder said: "I haven’t been l(X)king for 
new worlds to conquer ... I’m not planning to 
start anything big.” 

MacPhail’s purchases at the Timonium auc¬ 
tions probably weren’t "big” by MacPhailian 
standards. But they were big enough to make 
him the sale’s best customer, and to the persons 
selling horses his jabbing right hand (which 
usually signaled his raise) looked mighty, 
mighty good. 
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Timonium^s Sales Sessions 
Show 184 Horses Auctioned 
And The Consensus W as That 


The Yearlings Sold Cheap 


Observers of the two separate auction sales 
held last month at Timonium were of the opin¬ 
ion that the yearlings sold cheap and the mixed 
stock sold big. 

Yearlings made up both sessions of the East¬ 
ern Fall Sales held on the nights of October 5 
and 6. This new Eastern Fall Sales replaced the 
yearling phase of the old Maryland Fall Sales. 

The Maryland Fall Sales was this year re¬ 
stricted to broodmares and foals and there was 
only one session. Sixty-nine horses in this 
"mixed” sale were sold the night of October 9. 

During the two sessions of the Eastern Fall 
Sales, 115 yearlings were auctioned. They 
brought $187,100 for an average of $1,627. 

And this average would unquestionably have 
been lower had all of the yearlings been actually 
sold to the highest legitimate bidder. In several 
cases, the consignor was the top bidder. 

Discussing the yearlings after the sale ended, 
John Finney, Fasig-Tipton s general manager, 
said results of the two sessions clearly showed 
there is no longer an eager market for cheap 
yearlings. 

Finney said shortage of stalls at race tracks, 
high cost of labor and the anticipated small 
earnings power of cheap yearlings no longer 
make these youngsters attractive. 

He added, however, that yearlings which 
boasted creditable pedigrees and were sound in 
appearance still evoked bids commensurate with 
their credentials. 

In several instances hopeless cripples were led 
into the ring during the Eastern Fall Sales. The 
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buyer who looked only at his catalogue was not 
a man to be envied. 

The incredibly unsound condition of some 
of the yearlings led to suggestions that next 
year’s horses be examined and culled by Fasig- 
Tipton officials prior to the sale. 

Although no one suggests that the Timonium 
auction should rival Saratoga, it does seem sensi¬ 
ble to draw a line on physical standards—if 
only to save embarrassment. 

Top price for a yearling was $6,000. 

This bid was made during the first session by 
Edward J. Wallis of Hicksville, N. Y., who pur¬ 
chased a bay son of Porterhouse and Dolly Zac 
consigned by T. F. Lutz. 

Second high price was established by Henry 
H. Hecht of Baltimore. Hecht bought a Bolero- 
Double Royal colt during the first session from 
Mrs. Henry Obre for $5,500. 

Bidding went higher and was more spirited 
during the mixed sale which concluded the three 
nights of selling. 

Broodmares topped the session, and it was 
C. S. McClelland of Newark, Del., who made the 
largest bid of the entire auction. 

McClelland paid $10,500 for Morn Again, a 
7-year-old daughter of Sun Again and Morning. 
This mare was barren for I960, 1961 and 1962, 
but Finney suggested that at least a part of her 
trouble lay in the fact that she had been bred to 
*Tomy Lee for the past two seasons. 

The 69 horses sold at the mixed sale brought 
$98,600 for an average of $1,429.

A Last Look —

T WO SEPTEMBERS AGO, upon returning 
to Maryland after summering in Maine with 
her mother, Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat found an old 
and valued friend missing from his box at 
Panorama Farm. Her stallion, Whirling Fox, a 
14-year-old son of Whirlaway-Marguery, once 
the pride of Mr. Fitz’s shedrow, had died as a 
result of a heart attack on August 29. He had 
suffered a heart seizure in July. 

Whirling Fox’s racing career had ben cut 
short by a broken sesamoid. He also had the 
misfortune to come along in the same crop as 
Citation. He won the Long Branch Handicap, 
was second in the Futurity (to Citation), the 
Hopeful, Grand Union Hotel and American 
Legion Handicap, and was third in the U. S. 
Hotel Stakes. 

The son of a Triple Crown winner, out of a 
full sister to Triple Crown winner Gallant Fox, 
never got the opportunity at stud that his peer¬ 
less pedigree warranted. With only limited and 
nondescript mares as mates. Whirling Fox sired 
Swamp Fox, winner of the Heresy and Eclipse 
Stakes in Canada, and the winners Balaclava, 
Clever Defense, Susie J. and Whirling Billie, 
among others. 

Last month Mrs. Hullcoat returned from 
Maine to find an older and more valued friend 
gone. She was not surprised this time—only 
dismayed, for aged and ailing Alaking had a 
special place in the sportswoman s heart. 

A chestnut horse, 1938, by Equipoise-Ancient 
Queen, by * Archaic, Alaking had been in fail¬ 
ing health for about two years. The old horse’s 
teeth had gotten so bad that Henry Dentry, to 
whom the horse’s care had been invested, 
couldn’t keep any flesh on him. It became neces¬ 
sary to put him down on August 11. 

Like Whirling Fox, Alaking was foaled in a 
year best remembered for a champion it gave 
Calumet Farm and the Turf world. While 
Whirling Fox had for his nemesis Citation, Ala¬ 
king had his in Whirlaway, though he gave 
neither the Triple Crown champion nor Ben 
Jones great cause for concern. 

By Equipoise, the beloved Chocolate Soldier, 
Alaking was out of the fine producer Ancient 
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Queen, four of whose foals won stakes. Herself 
unraced. Ancient Queen, by * Archaic-* Queen 
Mab II, by Sunstar, produced in addition to 
Alaking: 

• Modern Queen, winner of the Clipsetta 

Stakes and producer 

• The Queen, winner of the Latonia Stakes 

and producer 

• Lotopoise, victress in the Modesty Handi¬ 

cap and dam of the stakes winner Loto- 

white, etc. 

• White Label, winner of the Remsen Handi¬ 

cap and Chesapeake States 

• Pelerine, stakes placed (3rd in Betsy Wil¬ 

liams S.) and dam of Pelisse. Granddam 

of Pellicle, Stole, Pelt, etc.

Alaking was bred by Hal Price Headley and 
came to the races under the Kentuckian’s ban¬ 
ner. While owned by Mr. Headley, Alaking 
was trained by K. Osborne. Later in his career 
he was acquired by Charles E. Nelson, of 
Ritchie, Md., and trained by Pat Brady. 

Alaking raced at 2, 3, and 4, starting 56 times,

winning 8 races, finishing second 11 times and 
third 12 times, earning $17,966. Though he 
failed to inscribe his name on the scroll of stakes 
winners, the son of Equipoise was still of stakes 
quality at the time of his retirement as a 4-year- 
old in June, 1942. 

At 3 he was second to Ocean Blue in the Sur¬ 
vivor Stakes at Pimlico, and to Whirlaway in 
the Lawrence Realization at one and five-eighths 
miles. 

At 4 Alaking was second in Suffolk Downs’ 
Puritan Handicap, giving weight to the winner 
No Competition, and third to Air Master and 
He Rolls in Pimlico’s Gittings Handicap. 

His finest hour came on April 18, 1942 when 
Henri Mora drove him to a head victory over 
W. L. Brann s Challedon, twice named Amer¬ 
icas Horse of the Year. The occasion was the 
overnight Prospect Handicap, at a mile and a 
sixteenth. 

Alaking, then 4, carried 112; Challedon, two 
years his senior, was topweighted at 124 pounds. 
Warlock made the early pace but Alaking put 
away the Cedar Farm color-bearer on the far 
turn, and succeeded in holding off the fast¬ 
finishing Challedon at the wire. 

The horse’s racing record was not one to have 
breeders besiege Mr. Nelson for services, but 
the blood was there, and his owner wished to 
exploit it. The Nelson broodmare band was one 
of quality, and while standing at Ritchie along 
with Blue Flyer and Sir Francis, Alaking had 
access to some above-average matrons. 

Included among the Nelson mares were Al- 
poise, dam of Algasir (once the Turf’s costliest 
gelding), and Gaga, dam of Aunt Jinny and the 
distinguished racehorse and sire Tom Fool; 
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Donita M., stakes winner and dam of the stakes 
winner Donita’s First; and Fire Lass, dam of the 
stakes winners Huskie Boy and Hydrant. 

Other noted Nelson mares of Alaking’s time 
were Ballaroyal, Evening Shot, Hurriette, Ma- 
chree, Mae Ace, Pruning, Raida, Riskablue, 
Sickle Up, Spin On, The Watch, and Toddle 
On. 

Alaking made six seasons at Nelson Farm 
before the dispersal on November 19, 1951. 
Fifty-five horses went under the hammer for 
$281,000, an average of $5,109. Top price of 
the sale ($25,500) was for a weanling filly by 
Phalanx-Alpoise, by Equipoise, purchased by 
James Cox Brady. 

At that time the $25,500 represented a record 
price for a weanling sold at auction. (On March 
14, I960, Mrs. Richard C. duPont, owner of 
Kelso, purchased the 8-day-old full sister to My 
Dear Girl for $40,000, a world record for a 
suckling. She is by the former Maryland stal¬ 
lion Rough’n Rumble-Iltis, by War Relic.) 

The second high price of the Nelson sale was 
Alaking, at $23,500. Charlie White, represent¬ 
ing a small syndicate of Maryland breeders, was 
underbidder on the 13-year-old stallion. 

Mrs. Hullcoat moved the horse to Panorama 
Farm, Forest Hill, which was to be his home 
until moved to Henry Dentry’s Lake Fannie Hill 
Farm, Bel Air, two years ago. 

Mrs. Hullcoat sold Panorama Farm to the 
late Dale A. Wiley, D.V.M., in 1958. Decision 
to cutrail her horse-breeding operations after 
12 years at Forest Hill did not come easily. She 
had assumed managerial reins at Panorama

Fair HiWs Manly to Me Broke 


Alfred H. Smith’s Me Broke captured the 
40th running of the $3,880 Manly Steeplechase 
Handicap at Fair Hill on September 16. He 
was prominently handled throughout the two- 
mile test over 14 brush jumps by Joseph L. 
V Aitcheson Jr. and defeated George L. Ohrstrom 

Jr.’s French-bred Doural by two lengths. Lord 
Mike, carrying the silks of Mrs. M. G. Walsh, 
was third, just three-quarters of a length off the 
imported ’chaser. 

The ’chase, transplanted to Fair Hill from 
Pimlico, was one of six on the Cecil County 
Breeders’ Fair program which operates for the 
Union Hospital in Elkton. The final day of 
sport concluded two Saturdays of racing and a 
new mutuel record was established when the 
^ holiday-spirited gathering wagered $69,644 dur¬ 

ing the day. 

Rated second while Randolph D. Rouse’s 
Easy Timer and Lord Mike alternated on the 
pace. Me Broke assumed command over the 
12th brush jump and responded to Aitcheson in 
the final stages to lead for the balance of the 
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journey, registering in 4.02^1^ over firm turf. 

A field of seven contested the 'chase and no 
spills marred the running. However, Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps’ Management was pulled up by 
jockey A. P. (Paddy) Smithwick when out of 
contention at the 13th obstacle. 

The first of the two Saturday programs was 
run on September 9, and C. Mahlon Kline’s 
Bugle Call II won the featured Fair Hill Steeple¬ 
chase Handicap that afternoon. 

Me Broke finished second to the topweighted 
(156 pounds) winner. Chalking up his first 
triumph of the year. Bugle Call II permitted Me 
Broke, under Joseph L. Aitcheson Jr., to set 
most of the pace. Responding to Edwin Deveau 
in the final stages, the eventual winner reached 
the pacesetter approaching the final fence and 
led over the obstacle by three lengths. Bugle 
Call II drew away in the stretch to earn the win¬ 
ner’s share of $2,680. Running over firm turf, 
he registered in 4.04 for the two-mile trip over 
14 brush obstacles and paid $4.80.

The victory gave the Ambler, Pa., owner his 
first ’ leg” on the new Nimrod Vase, presented 
to the racing association by the late W. Plunkett 
Stewart. The previous trophy was retired by 
Kline in 1959, when his Gridiron gave him a 
third success in the race. Previously, he won the 
test in 1939 with Whaddon Chase and in 1952 
with Astronomer. 

A field of nine went postward in the steeple¬ 
chase handicap and eight completed the course 
without mishap. Last year’s winner. Lord Mike, 
owned by Norman P. Bate, ruined his chance to 
repeat when he wheeled at the start and refused 
to break with his field.

Letter To The Editor 


There is a simple solution to Maryland’s 
racing dilemma, if the owners and trainers 
would ask for it and if the racing commission 
and the legislators would go along. It is this: 

Race on Sundays. 

There are plenty of sports in Maryland which 
are on a commercial basis—that is, at which ad¬ 
mission is charged—which operate on Sundays. 
Baseball, football, golf matches, automobile 
racing, etc. There are also sports on which there 
is plenty of betting—illegal perhaps, but never¬ 
theless betting. So it must be clear that Sunday 
sports have the approval of the people. 

There are also States in which there is racing 
on Sundays with pari-mutuel betting. New 
Mexico is one, a strong Catholic State I might 
add, and at Albuquerque they have had crowds 
of more than 10,000 spectators. In Mexico City, 
where they race on Sundays, again in a very 
religious country, their record attendance is 
42,000. In France, the Arc de Triomphe is run 
on a Sunday. 

Racing in the winter time, racing under glass, 
is all wrong and can only lead Maryland racing 
to destruction. Racing should be conducted in 
the lovely times of the year, preferably on days 
when the most people have some spare time.

Date Transfer Is Sought

quality racing talent more and more recently in 
view of racing expansion and solidifying of 
local circuits all across the nation. New York 
and New Jersey are self-sustaining in their 
racing enterprises, Illinois (Chicago) and Cali¬ 
fornia are independent circuits. Maryland is 
left dangling. 

The Commission, to meet this serious chal¬ 
lenge today has approved an operating arrange¬ 
ment agreed to among the officers of Balti¬ 
more Raceway, the Harford County Fair Asso¬ 
ciation (Bel Air track) and the officers of 
Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico, whereby the latter 
associations will conduct the race meetings of 
the former effective in 1962 either at their exist¬ 
ing locations or at the three major mile tracks. 

Governor Tawes in a separate statement today 
has indicated that he will support this action. 

It is the intent of this agreement approved by 
the Commission that in the best interest of all 
parties to the Maryland racing industry the 36 
days involved as soon as possible will be used 
for Thoroughbred flat racing equally at Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimlico. 

There are three outstanding reasons why 
there should be legislation to allow the transfer 
of Baltimore Raceway and Bel Air dates to the 
mile tracks: 

First, because of the greater popularity of 
major flat racing with the public, the States

tax revenue would be increased by more than 
s$40,000 a day for each day transferred to the 
mile tracks and the 36 days embraced in the 
agreement approved by the Racing Commission 
would add around $2,000,000 annually to the 
Treasury. 

Second, this addition of dates would solidify 
racing in Maryland as a major circuit of 156 
days enhancing our position in attracting and 
keeping the highest quality horses, stables, 
jockeys and horsemen to the ultimate benefit of 
the two million persons who patronize the 
sport here. It would add more than $500,000 in 
local payrolls for the necessary personnel for 
track operation during the 36 days and it would 
mean another $250,000 spent with local agri¬ 
cultural and service firms who cater to horses 
and horsemen. 

Third, it would place Maryland in a com¬ 
petitive position with neighboring states which 
have major racing circuits, specifically New Jer¬ 
sey and New York. Not only would Maryland 
then be able to meet existing competition, but 
it would be in a position to offset anticipated 
competition. Flat racing is near to being a 
reality in Pennsylvania, from which Maryland 
mile tracks at present derive much of their 
patronage, racing is being expanded in West 
Virginia and there is a move afoot to bring 
about the sport in Virginia. Maryland must act 
now or face engulfment and ultimate ruin of a

prosperous industry as we now know it. 

Economically and aesthetically, there is ample 
evidence of the desirability of consolidating as 
many of our present racing days as possible at the 
mile tracks. There are at present 12 race tracks 
in Maryland. In New Jersey, which has become 
a major racing state in two decades as contrasted 
to Maryland’s racing history of two centuries, 
three modern flat tracks and one harness track 
are sufficient to serve the racing sport need of a 
100 percent greater population than we have in 
Maryland. 

This needless local diversity saps the strength 
of racing as a whole. The three mile tracks have 
only 45 percent of the total racing dates, but 
they attract 66 percent of all racing attendance 
in the State, inspire 76 percent of the Maryland 
wagering total and prepuce 77.9 of the total 
tax revenue to the State. 

In the specific case at hand, the transfer of 
Baltimore Raceway and Bel Air dates to the 
mile tracks, it should be noted that the average 
day of racing at a mile track produces $58,000 
in revenue to the State. By comparison, Bel Air 
produces only $17,000 daily and Baltimore 
Raceway produces only $12,000 daily. 

Obviously, there is a grave inequity here. It 
is costing the taxpayers millions of dollars. It 
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is depriving the racing fan of sport conducted 
in modern, commodious surroundings to which 
he has become accustomed and to which he is 
entitled in this modern age. It has made the 
mile tracks reluctant to make further invest¬ 
ment in plant expansion and improvement. We 
must have the latter if we are to meet the com¬ 
petition of the future as I have outlined it above. 

It is ludicrous to continue to waste our avail¬ 
able racing dates on forms of racing at inade¬ 
quate sites which, in one case as an illustration, 
can not produce as much wagering volume in 
24 racing dates, as any one of the mile tracks 
can produce on a single Saturday. 

Yet, in the method of taxation, the harness 
and half-mile tracks have every advantage over 
the mile tracks which, for example, pay a $1,- 
000 daily license fee for operating. 

The transfer of the 36 days presently in¬ 
volved alone would mean $36,000 annually in 
revenue to the State. 

Aesthetically, there is no question that the 
proposed transfer would enhance the caliber of 
sport offered the race-going public in Maryland. 

The stabilized season, from mid-February to 
mid-December, would be attractive to the larger 
stables with the better horses and would enable 
us to get and hold the better jockey talent. 

It would allow us to hold more or less con¬ 
tinuously the many talented racing officials 
developed in the State and it would offer great¬ 
er job security and stability to hundreds of |>eo- 
ple employed by the major tracks as mutuels 
clerks, administrative and operating personnel. 

The difference of these 36 days run at the 
mile tracks would mean some $750,000 more 
in purse moneys available to horsemen. A good 
many of these horsemen, owners and trainers, 
are native Marylanders who could afford to 
race at home almost year-round with this added 
financial reward. 

The 156-day circuit would give our multi¬ 
million dollar Thoroughbred horse breeding 
industry incentive to invest in more bloodstock 
of a quality to produce the type and number 
of horses needed for such a comprehensive 
schedule. 

This move would be a boom to breeding and 
related agriailtural interests in the State and 
the end product would lessen Maryland’s de¬ 
pendence on out-of-state talent.

when her late husband’s health began to fail. 

Before his death in February, 1955, English- 
bred Arthur Hullcoat campaigned a stable of 
horses throughout the East. He trained such 
good ones as Mainsheet, winner of over 30 
races, and Tingling Brooks, but the best horse 
ever to come under his hand was Mate, winner 
of the 1931 Preakness in which he defeated the 
mighty Equipoise and Twenty Grand. 

Shortly after the sale of the Forest Hill tract, 
Alaking was relocated at Henry A. Den try’s 
Lake Fannie Hill Farm. The only four mares 
bred to the 23-year-old stallion this year are 
believed to be in foal. 

Alaking was always a popular stallion with 
Maryland breeders. He sent out the stakes win¬ 
ners Ann’s Love (Bowie Breeders’, A. B. Letel- 
lier Mem. H.), Senator Joe (Laurel Sprint, 
Primary Day, and Baltimore Spring Handicaps, 
establishing track records in the latter two 
races), Alakatch (Bowie Breeders’), Jeannie C. 
(Havre de Grace Breeders’), and Bob Con- 
sidine (Bowie Breeders’ and Endurance ’Cap). 

Senator Joe was honored by the Maryland 
Racing Writers’ Association as the outstanding 
Maryland bred horse of 1953- 

Alaking is the maternal grandsire of Itsa 
Great Day, stakes winner of six races and $77,- 
178 last year. Itsa Great Day won the Caesar 
Rodney, Christiana (ntr) and Seashore Stakes. 

Alaking was second only to Discovery among 
Maryland sires in 1956. 

No mention of Alaking’s stud record can be 
made without reference to Columcille. Though 
his racing career began and has apparently 
ended while racing under a $1,500 claiming 
tag, Columcille has won 57 races, a total ex¬ 
ceeded by few horses in the history of racing. 

A son of To Let, by Briarlet, Columcille was 
bred by Mrs. Catherine B. Jackson. Most of his 
57 victories were in the colors of Mrs. Gladys 
Fishback, of Madison, Va. 

To the end of I960 Columcille had won 
$86,655.

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An Irish Viewpoint: 


Philip de Burgh-O^Brien Comments 
On English And Irish Racing — 
Cites Weak International Field 


John D. Schapiro, who has been casting an 
eye over race courses on his many trips to 
England and the continent, may well have 
been surprised by what he has seen. 

Although the president of Maryland’s Laurel 
race track is by no means an average racegoer, 
he couldn’t have expected to find our racing so 
different from his own. 

Ask the average American what he expects 
to find in British racing, and he immediately 
thinks of top hats and the traditions and 
splendours associated with Ascot. 

But what he finds when visiting them are 
Spartan conditions and insignificant purses. 

We realize that American racing is, pri¬ 
marily, a spectator sport with tight circuits 
where every yard of the racing can be seen. 
Those fans who happen to be in the bar or 
restaurant will still see the race on closed cir¬ 
cuit television. 

Here, the spectator is fortunate if he can see 
the bar! 

Our low level of purses has two important 
effects: It has a tendency to make betting men 
out of owners and trainers, and it also means 
that even our classics are no longer the mag¬ 
nets to attract foreign horses. 

How many top American horses are en¬ 
tered for the Epsom Derby? The answer to 
that question gives us a reliable yardstick. 

There is no purse in England of the Amer¬ 
ican class. 

There is one in Ireland which measures up 
—the 1962 Irish Derby. 

In America, a 3-year-old like Carry Back

can win nearly $300,000 in one season. A 
handicapper like T. V. Lark can win nearly 
$700,000 in a few seasons. 

An American who stays in Britain for more 
than a fleeting visit notices another interesting 
difference. At home, he is used to seeing the 
best horses in strong competition at 2, 3 and 
4 years of age, and no horse makes a reputa¬ 
tion on winning one or two races—not even 
if they include the Kentucky Derby. 

We are too fond of nursing classic con¬ 
tenders and, if successful, retiring them to stud 
as quickly as possible. 

Even handicappers do not earn their keep 
as they do in the States. 

One quote, given by Mr. Schapiro, is that 
he was unable to think of any feature of Eng¬ 
lish racing which he would like to see in 
American racing. 

I can think of one or two, but let that pass. 

Concerning the Washington D. C. Inter¬ 
national: 

I have only twice forecast the result and 
those selections were Worden II (a winner) 
and Ballymoss (third). 

This year, with the best in Europe not start¬ 
ing (such as Molvedo, Right Royal, St. Paddy), 
the representation will not be strong, in my 
opinion. 

I have no liking for High Perch, but would 
be sanguine of the great Irish filly Lynchris if 
she had not injured herself some time back 
and may not be at her best, if starting.

ASSEMBLYMAN was one of the better 3-year-olds of 1957. He won the $25,000 
Narragansett Sophomore Special easily from Ambehaving and the S20,000 
Independence Day Stakes at Narragansett from Big Paddy and Inswept. He was 
also second to Promised Land in the Knickerbocker Handicap and Lawrence 
Realization Stakes, second to Vertex in the Boardwalk Handicap and second 
to Manteau in the Yankee. He won at 2 and 3, and earned $87,799.

The heart of Assemblyman’s pedigree is the heart of the iremendously successful 
Beaumont Stud in Kentucky. He is a son of Menow (sire of Tom Fool and Capot) 
and is out of the Hurricane Handicap winner Libba, out of the brilliant daughter 
of Man o’ War and Alcibiades, Salaminia. The latter won the Alabama Stakes 
and the Ladies’ and Gallant Fox Handicaps. Salaminia produced, to the cover 
of Menow’s sire *Pharamond II, the $105,710 stakes winner Athenia, the dam of 
Aesthete. The dam of Assemblyman’s sire and the granddam of Assemblyman’s 
dam is Alcibiades, one of the great foundation mares of modern American Turf 
history. 

In 1960, Assemblyman was bred to 20 mares and got 19 in foal.
